Suppose an island nearly the 
size of Holland lay a little more 


_ than a 100 miles off our easterh 
cost and was in possession of an 
enemy determined-to use it for 


attack on us. This would be 
serious, But suppose that in ad- 
dition, other small islands lay 
right on our coast, and had been 
seized and fortified’ by our en- 


emy, with Chinese military offi- - 


cers equipment on these 
islands. Also, that these islands 
have repeatedly been used for 
armed attack on our. mainland. 


No great nation today would 
for a moment endure such open 
aggression. These facts in them- 
selves would have been in the
